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Danger From Shots 


By JIM PFEIFFER 


“There is no cause for alarm re- 
garding possibility of contracting 
polio from shots given Hancock 
County Children,” Dr. C. M. Shipp, 
eounty health officer, said today 


Dr. Shipp, referring to radio 
and TV reports last night re 
garding 11 cases of polio reported- 
ly developing after vaccination 
with a Cutter Laboratories vac- 
cine, said none of the Cutter prod- 
uct had been used in this county. 


“We have vaccinated for 
polio in every county in Mis- 
sissippi, and mot a single case 
ef polio hes been reported 
among those whe recieved the 
Eli Lilly vaccine used here,” 
Dr. Shipp declared. 


The health officer also expres- 
sed disbelief that the Cutter’ vac- 
cine was responsible for the 11 
cases of polio reportedly follow- 
ing vaccination. 


“Among the many thousands 
who were given the Cutter vac- 
eine, hundreds of cases, rather 
than 11, would have resulted,” he 
declared. 


He stressed the Importance of 
sending children back for the 
second shot. “| assure you we 
will use the same safe Eli Lilly 
vaccine that they got on the 
first shot,” Dr. Shipp said. 


The county health officer said 
the Cutter Laboratories, a Ber- 
ely, Calif., company, was being 
‘thoroughly investigated by com- 
etent epidemiologists.” 

Vaccine for the second in the 
series of shots for Hancock Coun- 
ty first and second grade child- 
ren will not be available by the 
scheduled date, the local Health 
Department was notified late 
Tuesday. 


The interval between shots 
now probably will be four 
weeks, instead of two as orig- 
inaliy planned. 


Dr. Shipp said there apparent- 
ly “was no connection whatsoever”

EMERGENCY LOANS 


The Farmers Home Administra- 
tion has been authorized to make 
emergency loans to eligible tung 
and vegetable growers in Han- 
cock County as a result of the 
recent freeze, it was announced 
today by Charles E. Ballard, Act- 
ing County Supervisor. 

The loans also are available in 
George, Greene, Forest, Harrison, 
Jackson, Jones, Lamar, Marion, 
Pearl River, Perry, Pike, Stone, 
Walthall and Wayne counties. 

To be eligible a grower must be 
primarily engaged in farming and 
devote most of his time to the 
actual management and operation 
of his farm and depend on the 
farm for a livelihood. Emergency 
loans do not take the place of 
local credit; they only supple- 
ment it. Those who can obtain 
credit from some other source on 
reasonable terms are not eli- 
gible. 

These Emergency Loans are se- 
cured Joans. Those who qualify 
will give security on crops, chat- 
tels and real estate. Loans can 
be made for current crop expense 
such as seed, feed, fertilizer and 
cultivation. Loans cannot be 
made to refinance any debt. 

Farmers who apply must have 
their production records available 
for the year 1951 through 1954. 

Those who are interested in 
an emergency loan should con- 
tact the local FSA office in their 
respective county. The Hancock 
County office is located

In 1954, the farmers of Mis- 
sissippi lost thousands of acres 
from their cotton history because 
of underplanting and failuré to 
release. ‘With the steady move- 
ment of cotton acreage to other 
states it becomes increasingly im- 
portant to the economy of Missis- 
sippi that farmers take advantage 
of every opportunity to protect 
the cotton history of the state, 
he said. 


He disclosed that information 
received from other cotton. pro- 
ducing states indicate inténsive 
campaigns underway encouraging 
farmers to release unplanted acre- 
age, and stated that unless , Mis- 
sissippi follows a similar proced- 
ure, many thousands of acres 
which could be growing cotton 
this year will remain idle. 


“The state will lose the busi- 
ness activity which would aec- 
company tho planting of these 
acres to cotton, many farm fam- 
ilies will be displaced by the 
reduction, tho farm with the 
unused acreage not released 
will lose part of its cotton 
history and overyone involved 
will be damaged if those who 
have allotments that oro net 
needed this year fail te release 
them.” 


Referring to a statement made 
to Congress by Senator John C. 
Stennis that 11,000 Mississippi 
families have been displaced by 
the severe cut in cotton acreage 
allotments for 1955, McNeil ex- 
pressed the opinion that the re- 
leased of unused cotton allot- 
ments will help to relieve that 
critical situation.
